The  Amistad  Research  Center  is  a  privately  supported,  non-profit  historical  research  library  devoted 
to  the  collection  and  préservation  of  original  source  materials  on  America's  ethnie  minorities.  Located 
on  the  Dillard  University  campus,  the  Center  attracts  scholars  from  across  the  nation  and  from  abroad, 
who  are  reinterpreting  the  American  expérience  by  writing  books,  master's  thesis  and  doctoral  disser¬ 
tations  on  black  Americans  and  other  ethnie  groups.  The  basic  philosophy  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  the  Center  is  that  this  reinterpretation  of  American  history  will  eventually  reach  tex- 
tbooks  from  the  elementary  grades  through  college,  and  that  its  effect  will  be  to  give  ail  Americans  a 
better  understanding  of  the  contributions  of  minorities  to  our  history,  and,  equally  significant,  change 
the  self-image  for  those  minorities  who  hâve  suffered  as  the  resuit  of  neglect  and  misinterpretation  of 
their  history  in  the  past.
